OTTAWA, Feb. 3-—Marking a 
change in viewpoint on the war's 
length and the Job ahead of the 
Canadian people before post-war 
reconstruction becomes a reality, 
informed sources in Ottawa now 
place the possibility of peace no 
nearer than another four years. 
This appears to be the situation 
behind the blunt warning de- 
livered twice already by Prime 
Minister King: “The war will last 
much longer than most of us have 
assumed it would.” 

Mr. King made this declaration 
last Monday and repeated it Wed- 
mesday. It was more than an al- 
tempt to shake down the surging 
optimism in Canada that the war 
would be over this year. Of 
course, the chance exists that 
Germany will be forced to un- 
conditional surrender this year, 

The second front, it is known, 
is definitely on and the time is 
getting near. But inside circles 
in Ottawa have begun to get the 
Pacific war in perspective, and 
the unconditional surrender of 
Japan is now estimated for 1948, 
and no sooner, unless the breaks 
favor the Allies and unless Japan 
is far weaker than the Allies 
have a right to expect. It is real 
ized to a limited extent in Oltawa 
that the Canadian people have 
ao far failed to take the sober 
view of the Pacific war,

Wheat Delivery 
Quota in West 
Is Increased 


OTTAWA, Feb. 3—(CP)—Trade 
Minister MacKinnon said today 
in the Commons that the wheat 
delivery quota in the west is be- 
ing raised to 18 bushels per au- 
thorized acre from the present 14 
bushels, 

Mr. MacKinnon said it was in- 
tended to have all points up to the 
18-bushel quota by the end of the 
crop year next July 31, because of 
increased export movement. The 
raising of delivery points now on 
the 14-bushel quota would be defer- 
red until points still, helow.J4 
bushels could be raised to that 
level. 

Mr. MacKinnon gave his state- 
ment in reply to E, E. Perley 
(P.C,, Qu’Appelle) who referred to 
reports the quota would be raised 
to 20 bushels. 


OTTAWA, Feb. 3—(CP)—Trade 
Minister MacKinnon announced to- 
day completion of wheat and flour 
shipments to Russia under the $10,- 
000,000 Canadian-Soviet agreement 
reached last yeaf.

OTTAWA, Feb. 3.—(CP)—Full 
employment should not mean 
“eight or 10 or 15 hours a day” 
for all persons able to work, Wal- 
ter Kuhl (N.D., Jasper-Edson), 
said yesterday in the throne 
speech debate In the commons. 
“The purpose of an economic 

system never was and is not now 
to provide jobs,” he said. “The only 
purpose is to provide the maxi- 
mum amount of goods and services 
with the minimum amount of work 
and trouble. 


REDUCE HOURS 

If people were allowed to enjoy 
the use of machinery, hours of 
work could be reduced from eight 
to six and later from six to four. 
If the farmer were given adequate 
prices for his products and permit- 
ted to buy the machinery he need- 
ed, his hours of work could be cor- 
respondingly reduced. 

A government which compelled 
people to work when machinery 
was available was imposing a 
condition of slavery. The people 
should be free to choose their 
own forms of activity. 

All the evils of society could not 
be attributed to private enterprise, 
said Mr. Kuhl. The abuses of the 
private enterprise system could be 
removed and then it would be the 
best system which could be had. 


GENUINE FREEDOM 

Only under genuine private en- 
terprise could there be genuine 
freedom. 

Canada probably could produce 
$12,000,000,000 worth of consumable 
goods annually after the war and 
from $4,000,000,000 to $6,000,000,000 
would be required by Canadians to 
purchase these gouds in addition to 
the present national income of 
about $8,000,000,000. This addition-

Allowance Plan 
Is $200,000,000

OTTAWA, Feb. 3. -— Estimated 

cost of family allowances, fore- 
cast in the Speech from the 

Throne, is $200,000,000 annually. 
This amount may vary sub- 
stantially when the scheme is 
finally enacted. In Australia, for 
instance, the family allowance is 
not payable for the first child; 
but there is no indication that 
this plan will be followed in 
Canada, 

The rate of allowance will be 
$1.50 a week, or $6.50 a month, it is 
expected. This will mean $26 a 
month for a family of four children, 
The allowance will not be paid to 
families with an income above a 
certain maximum, possibly $1,200 a 
income 


year. Families in higher 
brackets already receive a virtuul 
family allowance through the 


exemption of $80 per child in the 
income tax, and $28 in national des 
fence tax.

ilies live. Contrary to a popular 
notion, the most children in Canada 
do not live in Quebec. That prov- 
ince, with 29 per cent of the popula- 
tion, has 30 per cent of the children, 
so the family allowance payments 
in Quebec will be strictly in con- 
formity with the population. 

A substantial beneficiary in 
family allowances will be the 
province of Saskatchewan, it is 
expected, since the population is 


predominantly rural there and 
the size of family is above the 

average. 

Family allowances paid in other 
British Dominions are six shillings 
a week in Australia, seven shillings 
six pense a week in New Zealand. 
The payments are made to the 
mother of a family, rather than the 
father and this plan is likely to be 
followed in Canada. 

The principle of the family allow- 
ance, as Ottawa sees it, is to pro- 
vide a national minimum of social 
welfare for children. Experience 
in other countries demonstrates 
that such an allowance does not 
lead to an increase in the birth 
rate. 


SAFEGUARDS NECESSARY 
Safeguards will be necessary in 
the Canadian scheme to make sure 
that children actually benefit in 
better food and care, through the 


federal allowance. An income of 
$300 a year or more for an average 
size farm family from family allow- 
ances would represent a consider- 
able cash item since the farm nor- 
mally provides much of the fam- 


ily’s requirements directly. 

The allowance Will probably be 
paid for children until they are 
16 years of age. This creates a 
problem, since income tax exemp- 
tions are allowable for dependent 
children up to 21 years of age, 
Whether uniformity could be 
achieved is a matter of discussion. 

Total cost of the scheme will de- 
pend finally on whether parliament 
is liberal or otherwise in the pro- 
visions of the act.

Orderly Plan 
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Battle Remnants of Enemy 


For Lay-Offs |Americans Seize Half of Last 
_ Japanese-Held Airstrip on Atoll

OTTAWA, Feb, 3. — (CP)--A 
program for the orderly lay-off 
of war workers and their transfer 
to military service or high-priority 
employment was tabled yester- 
day in the commons by Munitions 
Minister Howe. 

Here, briefly; are the steps to be 
taken: 

1—Employers will file a report 
on employees to be laid off, show- 
ing their military status and indus- 
trial skill. 

2—The list of men expected to 
be discharged will be studied by 
labor department officials in rela- 
tion to military and industrial 
needs. 


OFFICERS AT PLANTS 

3—Labor officers will be at the 
plant on lay-off day to tell the 
workers their destination, whether 
it be military service or a new job. 

4—The plant experiencing a cur- 
tailmept of orders and contracts, 
necessitating a lay-off, will reduce 
working hours to 48 hours a week, 
“or to the normal working hours 
for the industry.” 

A labor department 
tabled by Mr. Howe said: 

“It is not our intention that the 
least desirable or least efficient 
workers will be those to be laid 
off, but rather: first, those per- 
sons available for the army: and 
secend, other persons who can 
be moved to the advantage of or 
with the least disturbance to the 
general labor situation.” 

A labor department directive 
said that “generally women should 
not be laid off as long as they can 
replace men.” 

Where persons in addition to 
those on military deferment are tu 
be laid off, they will be discharged 
on the following priority basis, 
subject to seniority rights and col- 
lective bargaining agreements: 


DIRECTED TO FARMS 

1—Workers with previous agri- 
cultural experience, particularly on 
dairy farms and in stock raising. 
These persons will be directed, if 
possible, to year-round farm jobs. 

2—Workers who are needed in 
other essential industries in the 
same vicinity. 

3—Workers who are required by 
outside essential industries. 

4—Younger workers’ without 
family obligations. 

5—Married women, if their hus- 
bands are supporting them. 

@—Older men and women, 

In an informative bulletin to war 
contractors, the labor department 
said: “Owing to the need of the 
army for a large number of men, 
the first step (in arranging lay- 
offs) must be to release those men 
suitable for the armed forces.”

Dominion’s Own 
Gibson Asserts 


HAMILTON, Ont, Feb. 3.— 
(CP)—Canada Is “as much the 
mistress of her own foreign pol- 
icy as is any sovereign state In 
the world of the same size, but 
neither Canada, nor any other 
state in the world can, of course, 
stand alone,” Revenue Minister 
Gibson said today.

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Canadian Warships in Fight 


More Than Eighty Vessels in Convoy 
Blasted at Nazi Glider-Bomb Raiders 


ABOARD H.M.C.S. 
PRINCE ROBERT, Feb, 3.—| 


(CP)—More than 80 ships— 
convoy and escort vessels— 
blasted at marauding enemy 
aircraft when the largest- 


scale glider-bomb attack 
launched against a convoy by 
the Nazis was beaten off with 


damage to only two of the| 


convoy’s ships during a recent 
running battle in the Atlantic. 
Lt-Cmdr. Peter MacRitchie, 


aboard the anti-aircraft cruiser ' 


Prince Robert, and on the bridge 
throughout the action, said in a 
navy press release last night that 
It occurred as Prince Robert was 
steaming up to rendezvous with 
the convoy. 

The Nazi planes, favored by good 
weather, evidently considered the 
convoy an easy mark, but the re- 
sistance put up by Prince Robert, 
and the Canadian corvettes Snow- 
berry and Calgary changed the pic- 
ture. 


ESTIMATE 32 ATTACKERS 

Some estimates had it that 32 en- 
emy aircraft swooped down upon 
the convoy, but “certainly not all of 
them returned to their base on the 
French coast of the Bay of Bis- 
cay.” 

The first glider bomb dropped 
exploded about 40 yards off the 
port bows of a corvette patrolling 
two miles to port of Prince Robert. 
Prince Robert’s barrage caused the 
aircraft to sheer off. 

Glider bombs “plopped all 
around,” and a little later one 
straggler was damaged when hit 
by a glider bomb. Three of the 
crew of a freighter on the star- 
board wing of the convoy were 
killed when she was hit but, al- 
though belching smoke and 
flame, the freighter at no time 
lost station in the convoy. 

“It seemed that the Nazis were 
getting more than they bargained 
for. They appeared puzzled by the 
sudden intrusion of Prince Robert, 

whose high-angle guns were work- 
ing overtime and to good effect. 


BOMBS LAND IN SEA 

“The high-angle fire was dis- 
turbing them and their glider 
bombs were still getting out of 
control and landing in the sea. So 


they sent three more Heinkels in 
for a ‘look-see,’ again on the port 
side, while a Junkers dodged in 
and out of the clouds on our port 
bows, just out of range, and two 
planes, one of them a Focke-Wulf, 


came over on our starboard beam. 

“We engaged all of them and 
they all flew away, and as far as 
we know they never did return. 

“|. . Our guns, long and short 
range, were still booming away 
when we sighted a Heinkel come 
down on our starboard side on a 
reciprocal course. He turned his 
starboard bows towards Prince 
Robert when he came abeam of us. 
Then he let it (a glider bomb) go. 

“The sight of the projectile com- 
ing so close to us had me transfixed. 
SUDDENLY VEERED OFF 

“It seemed to be coming for 
Prince Robert, and ther of a sud- 
den it veered off and went Straight 
for the convoy. It had passed our 
bows only 800 yards away. 

“It missed us and it headed for a 
freighter in the convoy. 

bd That freighter looked to me 
as if already it were in the throes 
of death. But the bomb turned up- 
wards, passed between the freight- 
masts, and ended its crazy 
career in the water, about 80 yards 
on the freighter's starboard side, 
setting up a violent cascade in 
which the ship wallowed for the 
next minute.”

A well-placed shot stopped the 
porker in its tracks but the 
problem of bringing home the 
prize remained. This was solved 
by artillery fire which caused 
the enemy to withdraw.

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The Wheat Surplus 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
foresees as “fairly certain” the disappear- 
ance of the wheat surplus that has accu- 
mulated in Canada over several years. This, 
the Bureau thinks, is likely to occur during 
1944. The officials are apparently con- 
vinced on the point, for they assure the 
public there is nothing “alarming” in the 
prospect, and no danger of a wheat short- 
age such as occurred in 1917-18. 

This conclusion has no doubt resulted 
from the mid-winter drought over a large 
area of the wheat belt in the United States. 
That the “mountain” of Canadian wheat 
would dwindle away as shipments are 
made to Russia, India and the overrun 
countries in Europe has long been recog- 
nized as certain. But that it might entirely 
disappear or practically disappear this 
year has not hitherto been suggested. The 
poor outlook in many of the wheat states, 
coincident with growing demands oversea, 
has reversed the wheat situation of a year 
ago. 

Canadian farmers will of course be 
cheered by the prediction that the surplus 
is to vanish. This huge amount of unsale- 
able wheat has hung over the market as a 
threat, depressing prices, compelling the 
establishment of a ‘‘pegged” low price in 
Canada, and dictating measures to curtail 
the acreage sown to this cereal. With 
spring only a couple of months away, it is 
probable that acreage will be substantially 
increased when sowing time arrives, be- 
cause of the changed outlook. 

If the forecast of the Bureau proves 
correct, a crop of the proportion of 1942, 
this year, will be very much in the national 
interest as well as that of the growers. 


The Show-Down ? 


By invading the Marshall islands Allied 
forces—chiefly but perhaps not exclusively 
American—have carried the war into 
Japanese territory. These islands were 
mandated to Japan at the close of the First 
great war, It is known that—contrary to 
treaty restrictions—they have been elab- 
orately fortified over the intervening 
years. Vith a view, which became clear 
two years ago, to using the group as a 
support base in the long-calculated war of 
conquest planned at Tokyo. 

For this reason the invading force had 
to be a strong one, The ground troops are 
placed at 30,000, while the operations are 
covered by clouds of planes and a fleet 
composed of ships of all types from small 
craft to plane-carriers and battleships. 
That only twenty-six months after Pearl 
Harbor it was possible to assemble a force 
of such power in the mid-Pacific, with the 
war in Europe still to reach its climax, 
must in itself be disconcerting to Premier 
Tojo and his braggart associates. 

This is something they didn’t count on. 
But the war has come home to them, for 
there are no formidable barriers between 
the Marshalls and Japan itself, and what 
they are going to do about it is a ques- 
tion they have to answer within a time- 
limit. Unless powerful naval and air forces 
are rushed to the islands these will be lost. 
If lost, the Japanese base will become an 
Allied outpost established on the inner side 
of Japan’s arc of island defences. Unless 
the invaders are driven out Jap prestige 
will suffer throughout the whole South 
Pacific, confidence at home will sag, and 
Rabaul and Truk will lie open to two-way 
attack. 

It is entirely possible, even probable, 
that Japan’s carefully husbanded battle 
fleet will be sent to the rescue. The Allied 
commanders of course counted on this 
possibility, and are ready for the show- 
down if Tokyo decides that this is the time 
and the Marshall islands the place. If the 
battleships are not sent to expel the im- 
pudent invaders of the Mikado’s domin- 
ions, it will be because Tojo does not dare 
to risk losing them and thus losing the 
war. 


Russia Decentralizes 


The Russian constitution is to be re- 
modelled, somewhat on the pattern of the 
British Empire, The sixteen republics com- 
prising the Union are to become independ- 
ent states, like the British Dominions. A 
difference is that the central Government 
will retain power to declare war and make 
peace; which involves also power to control 
or veto the foreign policies of the other- 
wise sovereign states. There is no such 
central authority in the British Common- 
wealth, 

Observers see in this raising of the six- 
teen republics to autonomous standard a 
plan .o gain for Russia an equal number of 
representatives in the peace conference 
and in whatever international organization 
may be set up to maintain order in the 
post-war world. 

The broader significance is that Russia 
—like every other country that has vital- 
ity—-is in a state of transition. It has 
moved so far away from the Communism 
of Lenin that the resemblance is less con- 
spicuous than the difference. A trend to- 
ward regional self-government is logical, 
inevitable, and hopeful. It is a sign that the 
leaven of democracy is working, that the 
necessity of a centralized dictatorship is 
seen to be passing, and that the problems 
of satisfactory development are too many 
to be handled by one administration. Rus- 
sia is too big a country to be ruled from 
one centre. 


Perhaps the Russians also have in mind 
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that there will be less suspicion abroad as 
to future Soviet policy if Russia is chopped 
into independent areas, each dealing with 
other countries in its own right. Sixteen 
ob apt functioning in this way are 
ess likely to hatch aggressive impulses, or 
to carry on disruptive propaganda in other 
countries, than a single bureaucracy wield- 
ing complete control over 200,000,000 
people. : 
Decentralized governing power is not 
the atmosphere in which war-makers flour- 
ish and a nation becomes a menace to its 
neighbors. The spreading of authority 
among so many ruling bodies implies 
that the Russians mean to mind their own 
business and live at peace with the rest of 
the world.

The Rome radio says ten Italian patriots 
were executed by the Fascists and that 
seven generals and five admirals are on the 
waiting list for trial.

For the first time Allied bombers have 
pounded Japanese installations in the 
Caroline islands. That is the group in 
which is located Truk, the most powerful 
of all enemy bases in the island arena. The 
raid is notice to Tokyo that the creeping 
barrage from the south and east is rang- 
ing perilously close to this key stronghold. 
The fighting front has moved up about 
half way from the Solomons to Japan. 
The new targets are within range of land- 
eet bombers from airfields in the Gil- 

rts. 


The office of war information reports 
that the United States has lost four times 
as many work-hours from industrial acci- 
dents as from wartime strikes, that in- 
dustrial accidents have killed five thousand 
more people since Pearl Harbor than the 
guns of the enemy, and that 60 times as 
many have been injured by such accidents 
as have been wounded in battle or reported 
missing in action. Add the thousands who 
have been killed in highway accidents, 
and the scores of thousands injured, and it 
becomes apparent that the difference be- 
tween peace and war is not the difference 
between personal safety and danger.

No New Zealander Would Surrender Social Security 


Noted System Not Product 
Of Socialism or Left 
Wingers 


By B. T. RICHARDSON 
In Auckland, New Zealand, a 
city of natural charms, one of the 
most beautiful spots is Bastion 


Point overlooking Auckland's har- 
bor. A. G. Osborne, prime minis- 
ter’s praliamentary undersecretary, 
and H. I. Forde, of the prime min- 
ister's department, were informed 
guides during our visit and they 
were enthusiastic New Zealanders. 
“Let us have a look here,” they 
said. So we got out of the car and 
walked across to the impressive 
monument on Bastion Point. It is 
New Zealand's tribute to Michael 
Joseph Savage, architect of New 
Zealand's modern social security 
system, Savage became prime min- 
ister on Dec. 6, 1935, died early in 
1940, Here was a tall monument to 
him already, only the landscaping 
postponed till after the war. It re- 
flects the passionate faith that New 
Zealand labor placed in Savage and 
social scurity. Not waiting for pos- 
terity to Judge this great man, they 
raised a graceful monument to him 
without delay. 


Much is made of New Zealand’s 
social security system pro and con. 
One attitude is: “Look at New Zea- 
land, ain't it grand, gee.” Some 
people there wonder what all the 
shouting is about outside New Zea- 
land. Incessant talk that New Zea- 


land is a “laboratory of social ex-; 


periment,” makes some New Zea- 
landers self-conscious, The guinea 
pigs get tired of it all sometimes in 
the wire-netted cages. Many are 
tremendously proud of the system; 
others believe it leads into the 
dead-end of the bureaucratic state, 
but admit there is no going back 
now. 

Inside New Zealand, no one 
would abandon social security. At 
the same time, controversy pro- 
ceeds (as in the recent election 
campaign) over the provisions, the 
financing and admiinstration of it, 


If Canadians and Englishmen and 
Americans are arguing over New 
Zealand social security, so are New 
Zealanders. Is New Zealand social- 
istic? The answer is no. 


The typical New Zealander be- 
lieves his country jis progressive. 
The state owns the railways, some 
coal mines, and many public ser- 
vices. Co-operation 1s well develop- 
ed among producers. The principle 
that the state is responsible for 
looking after its citizens “from the 
cradle to the grave”, to use Sav- 
age’s world-famous phrase, is well 
established. But this is designed, 
according to all accounts, to im- 
prove capitalism. Dr. A. M. Finlay, 
whose booklet on social security in 
New Zealand explains and warmly 
defends it, wrote: “Social Security 
is evolutionary, not revolutionary. 
It is set in the framework of exist- 
ing capitalist society ... will modi- 
fy the harsher results of capitalism 
by taking some of the money, after 
the system has distributed it, and 
redistributing it, but it will not alter 
capitalism itself... to the more 
fortunately situated Social Security 
guarantees the continuance of their 
wealth and power.” This is social 
security in the New Zealand ver- 
sion. In this country, capitalism 
flourishes. The means of production 
remains outside the scope of social- 
ization, and there is no sign of any 
change in this respect.

The foundation upon which Mr. 
Savage and his Labor government 
built was laid firmly by previous 
governments, none cf them Labor 
and none of them socialistic. New 
Zealand started old age pensions 
in 1898, at $1.22 a week for persons 
over 65 years. Pensions for widows 
started in 1911, Pensions for the 
blind have been paid since 1924. 
Family allowances first appeared in 
1926, at 2s. per child. The Savage 
government gathered these benefits, 
which had been increased from 
time to time, into one Social Secur- 
ity Act, 1938, (in force April, 1940) 
adding others the most striking one 
being universal superannuation. 
The health benefit scheme, over 


which controversy still rages, is ad- 
ministered by the Health depart- 
ment. Mental hospitals were made 
free in April, 1939; free doctor and 
hospital services in maternity cases 
started in May, 1939; free in-patient 
hospital services started in July, 
1939; and for out-patients in March, 
1941; free medicine started in May, 
1941; free doctor's services in 
November, 1941; free X-ray diag- 
nosis in February, 1942, The orig- 
inal Labor program is still incom- 
plete, Funeral benefits, free X-ray 
treatment and many alterations in 
existing benefits have been pro- 
posed by the N.Z. labor party. The 
basic benefit in the N.Z. scheme is 
£1 12s, 6d. a week or $5.72 Cana- 
dian at present exchange rates. 
This sum is the 1970 objective in 
the universal superannuation 
scheme, and it is paid, now in the 
old age pensions, invalids’ pension 
(which includes blind people) and 
the miners’ benefit. The unemploy- 
ment benefit is £1 or $3.52 a weck. 
These values, of course, do not 
offer a comparison of the real pur- 
chasing power of income in New 
Zealand. In Canadian funds, for 
instance, the price of butter was 
27 cents a pound in Wellington, 
N.Z.; 29 cents in Brisbane, Aus- 
tralia, when it was 57 cents in Otta- 
wa,

Argentina Broke With 
Axis in Time to Head 


Off U.S. Blast 
By DREW PEARSON 


WASHINGTON.—Inside story on 
Argentina is that, on Friday, Jan. 
21, the state department prepared a 
blistering statement on the double 
question of Bolivia and Argentina— 
refusing to recognize the new gov- 
ernment of Bolivia, and blaming 
Argentina for interfering in Bo- 
livian affairs, 

That statement fa 
was sent across 
the street to the ¥ 
White House, 
where it lay for @ 
more than a day, 
awaiting the Pre- 
sident’s approval. 
If Roosevelt ap- 
proved, the U.S.& 
planned to punish 
Argentina by 
freezing all her 
credits in the U.S, Orew Pearson 
A., which would have been the most 
severe action ever taken by this 
country against an American nation 
since the Good Neighbor policy was 
inaugurated. 

But the President did not flinch. 
He had been goaded for months by 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau and by public opinion. It 
never leaked out but, once before, 
the administration was ready to 
crack down on‘ Argentina, while 
Secretary of State Hull was in Mos- 
cow. But when Under-Secretary 
Ed. Stettinius wired his chief in 
Moscow, Hull radioed back that. 
under no circumstances, must there 
be any move against Argentina. 

This time, however, both Hull 
and Roosevelt agreed, and the 
White House okayed the document 
Saturday afternoon, sent it back to 
the state department. Plans were 
laid for its release on Sunday. This 
would have frozen all Argentine 
funds at the opening of banks Mon- 
day morning. 

However, it meant that certain 
state department officials, particu- 
larly in the current information di- 
vision, would have to forego their 
Sunday rest and put in extra time 
releasing the story on Sunday. So 
the withering blast at Argentina 
was delayed until Monday noon. 

Because of the delay, it was ar- 
ranged for the banks unofficially 


tions early Monday morning until 
they received official notice to 
freeze Argentine funds Monday 
afternoon. But during Sunday the 
British, having heard that the 
state department at last was going 
to be forthright with Argentina, 
made representations regarding the 
effect on the British economic posi- 
tion in Buenos Aires. 


Phone Call 


Then, suddenly, on Monday 
morning Secretary Hull's telephone 
rang. It was U.S. Ambassador Nor- 
man Armour calling from Buenos 
Aires. Armour told Hull that Ar- 
gentine Foreign Minister Gilbert 
had gotten up early that morning 
and called Armour to the foreign 
office to tell him that Argentina 
had finally resolved to break rela- 
tions with the Axis. 

Hul) put down one phone and 
picked up another. It was his pri- 
vate phone to the White House. He 
told the President what he had 
learned from Armour. The Presi- 
dent ordered an immediate switch 
of policy. If Argentina was ready 
to make even a gesture of being 
pro-democratic, Roosevelt didn’t 
want to slap her face. So he in- 
structed Hull to strike out all refer- 
ence to Argentina in the statement. 
Result was a tamely worded blast 
against Bolivia alone. 

What undoubtedly happened was 
that the banks had tipped off the 
Argentines. Cables had gone out 
to U. S. banks in South America 
Saturday and Sunday. 

So now the Argentine Govern- 
ment has been able to save its 
skin and continue in power. Act- 
ually, however, despite the official 
break with the Axis, diplomats 
agree that undercover relations 
with the Axis will continue just 
about the same, and that the Ar- 
gentine Fascists will be busier than 
ever stirring up anti-U.S, feeling in 
Bolivia, Paraguay, Chile and Brazil.

Somehow or other the Greek, as 
a chef, has not really sold himself 
and his wares to the public. The 
Frenchman, the Italian, the German 
and so on have all done much bet 
ter in establishing reputations for 
cooking. 

One reason for this may be that 
the Greek has been overly anxious 
and instead of doing what he 
should be able to do best, that is, 
his native dishes, giving the public 
some unusual taste thrills, he has 
ignored his culinary heritage and 
undertaken to provide “rust-biff,” 
“abble-bie” and “cups-kawfee.” 

As a matter of fact, the Greek 
chef of today can trace his ancestry 
back to some of the true, all-time 
stars of the art of providing fine 


food. Wasn't it Orion, the Greek, | 
who first made white sauce, which) 


is even to this day one of the four 
basic sauces? And had it not been 
for Lampriadas, another Greek of 
the olden times, brown sauce might 
even now be still unknown. And 
what would the French chefs of the 
present day do for sauces without 
that great basic sauce to use for 
foundation? 

To this day, a resident of ancient 
Corinth, Nereus by name, is famous 


for what he could do with fish and} 


a colleague of his, a man who lived 


~ | on the Island of Rhodes, showed the 


world of that day how to make fil- 
lets of fish, getting rid of the bones, 
and what a great boon he and his 
work still are. 


Men Cooks 


Strangely enough, too, just 4s 
one hears today Greek cooks only 
of the male gender, all the names 
of great Greek cooks of the ancient 
days indicate that men led the way 
in food preparation, 

This must not be allowed to cre- 
ate the impression that the Greek 
men of that time were female im- 
personators who clung to the warm 
spots behind the kitchen stoves. On 
the contrary, no less an authority 
that Homer himself tells of the 
ability of Achilles when it came to 
broiling steaks and roasting meats. 

The one rare exception to the 
preparation of food by the men 
seems to have been Circe, who, it 
is assumed, was a woman. And in 
that case, her cooking was not along 
legitimate lines. It seems that she 
could prepare only one dish—and 
that was reported to have been a 
mixture of red wine, ground bar- 


ley, cheese and honey, to which she 
added “mighty drugs withal.” 

As travelers ate of this dish they 
forgot all about the folks at home. 
It is reported on excellent old- 
time authority, they turned into 
pigs. Some modern students of the 
culinary art advance the idea that 
“turning into pigs” or, more accu- 
rately “swine” may have been more 
or less metaphorical, just as even 
today littile boys who come upon 
a shelf of fresh-baked pies are 
said to make pigs of themselves. 


Native Cooking 

Probably the most famous of all 
the ancient dishes, the “Black 
Broth” of the Spartans was, it is 
understood, prepared by he men 
themlselves in their central eating 
place. There seems to be no sur- 
viving recipe describing just what 
this broth was and how it was 
made, but it is known that it was 
the core and back-bone of the food 
which made Sparta great. 

One of these days there is due 
|to appear on the restuarant scene 
|a Greek with cooking skill and with 
imagination. He will bring the mod- 
ern interpretation of the fine dish- 
es of the ancients, plus what native 
Greek cooks have done in recent 
years with their local foods. 

Then the public will come to 
learn the goodness of lamb and 
beans, cooked as the Greeks cook 
| this dish, of the goat’s milk cheese 
and the wrinkled salty olives and

They have a way with them when 
it comes to chicken and vegetables 
which indicates a school entirely 
different from the Italian and 
French schools. Oil and onions and 
countless herbs are cunning de- 
vices in their hands.

Can’t Defend Armies and Cities 


Luftwaffe Faced With 
Impossible Job in 
Raids 


By Squadron-Leader John Strachey 
in London Calling 

It's part of my job to study the 
photographs of bombed German 
cities. I have in front of me now 
a photograph of the industrial area 
of Kassel. Kassel is an inland town 
of the same type as, say, Wolver- 
hampton, or Leicester or Derby— 
medium sized, highly industrial, a 
tangle of streets and railways and 
engineering works, 

The photograph I am looking at 
was taken eight days after Bomber 
Command's last attack on the 
place. Patches of smoke still hang 
over some streets; but they're 
transparent and beneath them lies 
the shell of what once was a town. 
The railway stations are crumbled. 
In the great engineering plants 
every other shed is gone; and, in- 
evitably, the buildings which 
housed their workers are now 
mere rows of gutted skeletons, 

As you look at this picture you 
almost smell the bitter, raw smell 
that once we knew in Britain; you 
can almost feel again in your 
throat the dust and grit of the 
Blitz. Hitler did it all to us, to 
the very limits of his power; but 
this is destruction such as we in 
Britain never knew—not of course, 
that that’s the reason why we're 
doing it to him now. On the con- 
trary, we bomb because we could 
not possibly leave the factories of 
Germany intact for a single hour 
after we had the power to destroy 
them. For these factories are pour- 
ing out weapons which at this mo- 
ment are being used to kill and 
main our men, and the Russians, 
and the Americans, on all the bat- 
tle fronts of Europe. We could 
not look our men in the face if we 
hesitated for a moment. 

One by one, the main centres 
of German production must be de- 
stroyed. The cities of the Ruhr 
have gone. Now Hamburg and 
Hanover and Kassel have gone too. 
Many more will go. 

What does it mean? How far 
has it affected the Germans? Is 
it winning the war for us? No 
one can answer those questions 
with certainty for the simple rea- 
son that nothing like this has Bver 
happened before. Neither the Ger- 
man bombing of us three years 
ago nor our bombing of Germany 
a year ago are real guides. Then 
damage was done to this factory 
or that; now centres of production 
as a whole are being destroyed. 
How long can the people of Ger- 
many bear it?—or rather, how long 
can they bear it on top of every- 
thing else they have to bear? We 
don't know; but there's one way of 
making an estimate. You can 
judge how much you're hurting 
your enemy by noting how much 
of his effort he devotes to trying 
lo stop you, aud by that test the 


combined Anglo-American bomb- 
er offensive is the thing which the 
Germans fear most of all today. 


For the German High Command 
have massed their fighters over 
their cities, to protect them against 
our bombs. And in so doing, they 
have largely deprived their armies 
of air cover. It has been a fascinat- 
ing experience to watch the steady 
shift of the German fighter force 
away from the battle fronts and to- 
wards the cities of Germany. That 
shift began almost a year ago. It 
was as if an invisible magnet was 
drawing the German fighter squad- 
rons from their armies. The mag- 
net was the threat to Germany 
herself represented by the British 
and American heavy bombers 
based on these islands. 

Today three times as many Ger- 
man fighters are over their centres 
of production as are over their 
armies. The Nazi government has 
been faced with the choice of at- 
tempting to protect either its cities 
or its armies; for it knew that it 
could not protect both, The Nazi 
government has chosen to attempt; 
to protect its cities, and that has 
meant largely abandoning its 
armies. 

Think what that means; it means 
that even if the near 2,000 German 
day and night fighters which are 
now massed over other cities had 
prevented us from doing any 
damage at all in Germany, our 
bomber offensive would still be 
having a disastrous effect upon 
the Nazis—simply by drawing off 
their fighter strength. 

For the once invincible German 
armies have been largely deprived 
of adequate air cover, Those Nazi 
armies are conducting long, diffi- 
cult retreats, back from the con- 
quered lands, back from the 
Dnieper, back through Italy, back 
to a line on which they hope to de- 
fend the inner citadel of fortress 


Europe. As the columns of men 
and vehicles wind back, every 
road, every railway bridge, every 


railway is a target for the Rus- 
sians; the American and the Brit- 
ish medium and fighter bombers; 
the Focke Wulfes and the Messer- 
schmitts which ought to be defend- 
ing them are all over Kassel or 
Hanover or Schweinfurt. 


It is all a grim struggle for the 
complete mastery of the air by 
day and night. The first object of 
an air force is to destroy the 
enemy's air force; but that is only 
a means to an end, For when you 
have struck down your enemy's air 
force, you will be able to destroy 
his factories and cities at will; and 
that means that he will be ab- 
solutely and utterly at your mercy. 

In that sense air war has be- 
come completely decisive. It is de- 
cisive in the sense that no country 
can survive the complete loss of 
the command of the day and night 
aly over its cities, The final proof | 


that this has become true has been 
|given by the development which 
I've just described, namely the 
moving of squadron after squadron 
of German fighters away from 
their armies to cover their cities. 
For the German High Command 
knew two things; they knew that 
|the air is the only defence against 
the air, and that defeat in the air 
over Germany would be final and 
total defeat. 


All this may sound as If one 
were saying that the air war is 
the only thing that really matters. 
But of course not. The German 
dilemma of where to put their 
fighters prove just the opposite. 
It proves that the air attack on 
Germany from the west, and the 
land attack from the east, react 
on each other, help each other, and 
depend on each other. 

Perhaps Germany could save her 
cities from us if her armies were 
not being hammered by the Rus- 
sians in the east. For then she 
could devote all her resources to 
air defence. Perhaps Germany 
could save her armies from the 
Russians if her cities did not face 
our air onslaught in the west, For 
then she could devote all her .re- 
sources to land defence, 

There may not yet be a war on 
two fronts; but there certainly is 
a war in two elements; and that 
may prove equally fatal to Ger- 
many, In the same way, when we 
start our land attack in the west, 
it will not be an alternative or a 
Substitute for our air attack, It 
will be still another attack against 
which Germany will have to try to 
provide fighters, guns and all the 
rest of the vast apparatus of de- 
fence, 

Sooner or later the Germans will 
crack under. these diverse, many- 
|sided attacks. But we may have 
|to go through one more period of 
| Breat trial before the end. Nor do 
| we know whether the enemy's de- 
|fences will crack first in the air 
}or on land. Will the enemy’s air 
| defence over his cities break down 
and enable the British and Ameri- 
can bombers to destroy every vital 
factory in Germany? Or will the 
German divisions disintegrate 
under the land and air attacks of 
the pursuing Russians? Who can 
tell? And perhaps it does not mat- 
ter so much, But what is worth 
noting is this. If the crack comes 
on land, in the east, our air attacks 
will have played their part in the 
Rusian victory, In exactly the 
same way, if the crack comes first 
in the air in the west, the Russian 
armies—and of course, our own 
armies in Italy—will have made 
possible the victory of our bomb- 
ers, 

In a word, there are not two wars 
but only one war, Long ago, 
Maxim Litvinov said, “Peace is 
indivisible’, So also is war, Vic- 
tory on land makes possible, and 
is in turn made possible by, vic:

If Finland proved unwilling to 
negotiate a separate peace on 
this basis, she would have to face 
the prospect of fighting to the 
end with the Soviets inevitably 
dictating the final peace, it was 
said. 

The Russian advance toward the 
Baltic may force the Finnish hand. 
With Tallinn, capital of Estonia, 
rapidly coming under threat of cap- 
ture, the Russians were nearing 
bases only a little more than 50 air 
miles from Helsinki.

which is headed by Hon. E. Willis, 
of the Manitoba cabinet. 


The group is to confer with the 
Dominion government regarding 
the need of grants-in-aid for roads, 
and post-war public works plans. 

In view of the fact that all pro- 
vincial legislatures shortly will be 
in session, the committee will at- 
tempt to find out what the Do- 
mimnion public works program is 
to be, in order that  previncial 
schedules for work may be fixed 
for the coming year. 

While in the Dominion capital, 
Mr. Fallow will confer with the 
department of national defence 
regarding Alberta’s proposal to 
use Government House as a con- 
valescent home for soldiers. 

The provincial vovernment re- 
cently put this suggestion before 
the Dominion department of pen- 
sions and national health, and it 
was referred to the defence depart- 
ment. 

Col. G. Goodwin-Gibson, real es- 
tate advisor to the department of 
national defence, has communi- 
cated with Mr, Fallow, and sug- 
gested a conference in Ottawa, and 
it is expected that the whole pro- 
posal will be discussed at that time. 

11 has been pointed out in Ed- 

monton that alterations to Govern- 
ment House to make it suitable for 
a convalescent home would cost in 
the neighborhood of $30,000, and 
would take three or four months 
to complete. 


WORK IS STARTED 

On the other hand, the Dominion 
government has already started 
construction of a $450,000 extension 
to the military hospital, near the 
University hospital. 

Government House was occupied 
by Northwest Airlines Inc. up to 
the end of last year, and drew a 
monthly rental of $2,000. The Cana- 
dian Legion, Edmonton branch, has 
urged its use as a convalescent 
home,

January Sets 
New High Mark 
For Sunshine 


The month of January this year 
set a record for sunshine, as there 
were more hours of sunshine than 
in any January for the last 25 
years, according to a report is- 
sued Thursday by the airport 
meteorological bureau. 

Although the last month was not 
the warmest January on record, 
there were 140 hours of bright sun- 
shine. January, 1931, with more 
than 109 hours, was bright and sun- 
ny, as was January, 1942, with 107 
hours, and the same month in 1927 
with 106 hours. 

The warmest temperature reach. 
ed during the last month was 50.2 
degrees, and the highest January 
temperature recorded in this city 
since 1894 was 55 degrees in 1931. 
The average temperature during 
January was 16.9, which was weli 
over the normal average tempera- 
ture of seven above. 

Coldest January weather was re- 
corded in 1916, when the average 
temperature was 12 below zero. The 
warmest January in the weather re- 
cords was in 1931, with an average 
of 22 degrees above zero. 

Wind throughout the month was 
reported as normal, the average 
velocity being 7.3 miles an hour. 
Last year was the windiest January 
for the last six years. A 40-mile- 
an-hour gale blew through the city 
for some time. 


LITTLE RAIN 


There was only a trace of rain 
during the month compared with 
the highest January rainfall ever 
recorded, which was 2.50 inches in 
1935. The average January rain- 
fall was .04 of an inch, 

Snowfall was four inches for the 
month, which is far short of the 
normal Jannary snowfall of 8.3 in- 
ches, Greatest snowfall recorded 
was in 1935 with 25 inches, and the 
least was in 1931, when only a trace 
was recorded,

Leader Passes 
Through City

James Walker, M.L.A. for 
Warner constituency and newly- 
elected head of the Independent 
Citizens’ Association of Alberta, 


Passed through Edmonton Wed- 
nesday on his way to Spirit River 
and Grande Prairie, where Inde- 
pendent party meetings were to 
be held Thursday. 


At Grande Prairie, a nominating 
convention for that constituency 
was scheduled, with Mr. Walker as 
the main speaker. Dr. L. J. O'Brien 
of Grande Prairie, an Independent, 
now represents Grande Prairie in 
the Legislature. 

The Spirit River meeting, which 
was expected to be in the form of 
a rally, was scheduled for Thurs- 
day night. Mr. Walker hinted there 
was a slight chance this rally 
would nominate a candidate for 
Spirit River constituency, provided 
arrangements could be made in the 
limited time available. H. E. De- 
Bolt of Spirit River, of the Social 
Credit party, now represents the 
constituency in the house. 

Asked for his opinion of the 
Prospects of a provincial general 
election in Alberta this year, Mr. 
Walker parried with, “You know 
more about that than | do. 1! 
haven't the slightest idea.” 

With reference to the nomination 
of Hon. Solon E. Low, provincial 
treasurer and minister of education, 
in Mr. Walker's constituency of 
Warner, the Independent head said, 
“We welcome him back—and we 
hope to give him a very good run 
for the seat,” 

“Mr. Low gave me a trimming 
in 1935." Mr, Walker recalled. 
“We nosed him out in 1940, The 
next election will see who is ‘best 
out of three,’ and should be a 
close race,” 

(Mr. Low, after being defeated in 
Warner in 1940, was elected by ac- 
clamation from Vegreville constitu- 
ency.) 

The Independent leader is not 
particularly concerned about the 
C.C.F, party. “I haven't given them 
much thought,” he said. “I do not 
think they are very strong in my 
constituency at all. There will al- 
ways be a_ socialist following, 
though, without any doubt.” 

Although he didn’t say so in as 
many words, Mr. Walker believes 
the next provincial election will be 
a contest between the Social 
Credit party and the Independent 
group. He said, “I see no reason 
why we shouldn't be strong in com- 
petition for the next government” 
which would indicate he feels the 
C.C.F.’s efforts in a province-wide 
poll may be of little import. 


The Independents hope to 
organize from one end of the 
Province to the other, “and that’s 
one reason w e out today,” Mr. 
Walker declared. “We have con- 
tact men everywhere in the prov- 
ince, although the local organiza- 
tions are not yet set up.” 

He does not think seats held by 
men in the services should be con- 
tested in the event of an election 
being called. “In my opinion, en- 
listed men in the services and over- 
seas should be returned without 
opposition, no matter what party 
they belong to,” said Mr. Walker. 

He said the 'ndependents’ group 
of M.L.A.’s would caucus in Ed- 
monton on Feb, 9, the day before 
the house opens. Matters of party 
interest will be discussed and a 
party whip chosen, and it was indi- 
cated the party may hold close-in 
meetings, during the session, to 
step up nearby Independent organ- 
izations,

There should be constant en- 
couragement even in the face of 
apparent failure.

Chamber Seeks 
Alterations in 
Tax Structure 


The Council of the Chamber of 
Commerce at its regular Wednes- 
day meeting at the Corona hotel, 
voted to accept the report of the 
taxation committee, presented by 
chairman F. G. Winspear, recom- 
mending certain changes in all 
phases of taxation. 


The report will be sent to the 
Canadian Chamber of Commerce, 
Montreal, with the request that the 
recommendations be taken up with 
the finance department of the 
government. Copies of the report 
will be sent to the principal boards 
of trade in Canada for their in- 
formation. 


Among the changes suggested is 
one asking that “marital allowances 
and allowances for children and 
dependents should be raised” on 
the income tax. 


“With due recognition to the 
wartime necessity of encouraging 
wives to take wartime jobs, the 
committee nevertheless submits 
that the propagation of the race 
and the increase in the birth rate 
is an important social matter, and 
that the present income tax struc- 
ture does not give the encourage- 
ment to marriage and the bearing 
of children which obtains in most 
of the other great nations.” 


OTHER POINTS 


Some of the other recommenda- 
tions are that “the committee be- 
lieves there should be a limit of a 
period of two years during which 
interest may be charged until the 
assessment return is made to the 
taxpayer; and that “the committee 
suggests that the right to re-open a 
claim, both on the part of the tax- 
payer or the government, should be 
three years from the date of assess- 
ment.” 

The committee also made several 
suggestions for amending the Ex- 
cess Profits Tax Act and establish- 
ing a tax advisory council which 
would hold periodic public hearings 
throughout Cnaada with a view to 
keeping closer touch with the tax- 
payers and their problems.” ~ 

The report also suggested “that 
taxpayers should be permitted to 
deduct as an expense a provision 
for repairs constituting a percent- 
age of gross income equivalent to 
the percentage of gross income ap- 
plicable to repairs during the years 
from 1936 to 1939 inclusive or alter- 
nately such other four year period 
as may be reasonable. 


A RESERVE 


“This amount would then consti- | 


tute a reserve which could be used 
immediately after the war for the 
repair and renovation of buildings 
and equipment and which would 
consequently create a back-log of 
work which would be extremely 
useful in the reconstruction period.” 

The meeting also discussed in 
part the report of the Chamber of 
Commerce _ post-war committee.

Health Clinics 
Are “Effective” 
Minister Say sj 


Establishment of clinics at 
Calgary, Lethbridge, Medicine 
Hat and Edmonton for free diag- 
nosis and treatment of syphilis 
and gonorrhoea and consultation 
service for physicians with re- 
gard to their treatment problems 
“has been very effective,” in 
checking the -pread of these dis- 
eases, Hon. Dr. W. W. Cross, pro- 
vincial health minister, said 
Thursday. 

Dr. Cross outlined steps taken 
by the government since the Al- 
berta Vencre4l Diseases’ Preven- 
tion Act was made effective 24 
years ago. The province now is 
experiencing the “lowest venereal 
disease rate in our history,” he 
said. 

“In 1920 a certain class of our 
citizens had a venereal disease rate 
of 16 per cent, but by 1940 this had 
been reduced to 2.8 per cent. This 
is a remarkable reduction and we 
believe a similar relative decrease 
has occurred in the population as a 
whole.” 

Dr. Cross was commenting in re- 
gard to a “national hygiene day” 
campaign by the Health League of 
Canada to educate the public on 
the seriousness of venereal dis- 
eases. 


Report Crown 
Life Policies 
At $308, 167,791 


TORONTO, Feb. 3.— Sturdy 
strength and notable growth of 


membership were reported last 
week at the annual meeting of 
the Crown Life Insurance Co. by 
Hon. G. Howard Ferguson, presi- 
dent. Crown Life policies in 
force now number some 131,000 
for a total amount of $308,167,791. 
This figure takes no account of 
a lrage number of the annuities 
in force. Mr. Ferguson said all 
portions of the territory where 
the company operated have con- 
tributed to the increased busi- 
ness. 

New policies issued during the 
year, including income bonds, 
to $45,200,569 and the 
total insurance in force increased 
by $31,540,502. Premiums received 
amounted to $9,512,888, deposits on 
behalf of policyholders $1,193,561, 
and investment income $2,530,002, 
making total receipts $13,236,452. 

Death and disability claims paid 
amounted to $1,340,406, the mor- 
tality record of the company con- 
tinuing favorable, although some- 
what higher than the unusually 
favorable experience of the past 
few years. Payments in settlement 
of matured and surrendered poli- 
cies, less reinsurance, were $1,- 
105,138; annuity and other pay- 
ments $668,913; dividends to policy- 
holders $401,861; making total net 
payments to policyholders and 
beneficiaries $3,516,321. 


ASSETS INCREASE 

Assets increased by $7,227,296 to 
a total of $60,712,986, The principal 
increase was in government bonds, 
Policy loans declined slightly and 
now represent less than 8 per sent 
of the assets, The average rate of 
interest realized was 4.32 per cent. 


The report shows mortgage loans 
of $13,218,283, or 22 per cent of 
assets, while holdings of real estate 
were reduced by sales and now 
stand at $169,830. This and the 
office property, together 
account for less than one per cent, 
of the assets. Holdings of govern- 
ment and municipal bonds of $27,- 
568,430 are 45 per cent of the 
assets; public utility and other 
bonds are 12 per cent and pre- 
ferred and common stocks $3,984,- 
864 are 6% per cent. 

Policy reserves stood at $51,123,- 
639 at the close of 1943, and free 
surplus carried forward was §2,- 
393,429,

Plan to Issue 
Latest Ration 


Book in March 


A new ration book will be dis- 
tributed throughout Canada at 
the end of March it was announc- 
ed Thursday by Howard |. Ross, 
administrator of * consumer ra- 
tioning, Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board, Ottawa, who ar- 
rived in Edmonton Thursday. 

As most of the staple foods are 
already rationed Mr. Ross said, it 
is not expected that there will be 
any more commodities placed in 
this category. However the new 
book will contain several sheets of 
spare coupons in case it suddenly 
becomes necessary to ration a new 
item. 

There has been a lot of criticism 
about the waste of all these spare 
pages of coupons in the old books, 
Mr. Ross said but it must be re- 
membered that the printing of mil- 
lions of ration books has Deen the 
biggest single printing job ever 
handled in Canada. These books 
have to be arranged months in ad- 
vance, 

The new book which will be dis- 
tributed in March was in the hands 
of the printers last December and 
the situation of food supply cannot 
be accurately judged months in 
advance so the extra sheets of 
coupons are an insurance against 
emergencies. 

Mr. Ross, newly appointed to the 
post of ration administrator, was 
responsible for the, organization of 
the 600 local ration boards set up 
in the Dominion. He said their 
establishment was an_ interesting 
experiment and has worked amaz- 
ingly well. 


PROBLEMS DIFFER 


“Rationing problems differ in all 
parts of the country and it is diffi- 
cult to make regulations that apply 
in all cases,” he said. “The local 
ration boards have been wonder- 
fully useful in bringing the ad- 
ministration into close touch with 
the consumer. People in all parts 
of the country can go to their local 
ration boards and talk over their 
problems with local persons who 
know the conditions and can adjust 
them.” ‘ 

He had high' praise for the work 
of the thousands of volunteers who 
handled the distribution of ration 
books. This was the biggest dis- 
tribution job ever tackled in this 
country and it was most successful. 

Mr. Ross is making a tour of the 
western ration offices of the War- 
time Prices and Trade Board to 
get a first-hand view of ration 
problems in this part of the country.

Post-War Plan 


“One of the major tasks in our 
post-war program will be the 
building of new houses and the 
rehabilitation of the old,” said 
F. Gordon Osler, president of 
the Canada Permanent Mort- 
gage Corporation, addressing the 
annual shareholders’ meeting re- 
cently. “For these purposes much 
capital will be required. Some 
look to governments to supply 
the bulk of such funds. 


“Undoubtedly there is a part for 
governments to play in the hous- 
ing field, because in some cases the 
provision of shelter becomes a so- 
cial need,” continued Mr. Osler. 
“But by far the major portion of 
the housing program should be 
done with private capital, if we 
are to achieve the best results 


from a national standpoint in 
sound and economical pouse-build- 
ing.” 


Mr. Osler pointed out that “fed- 
eral, provincial and municipal 
records are strewn with the wreck- 
age of government housing 
schemes”. One plan, however, that 
could be classed as successful was 
the National Housing legislation, 
under which the federal govern- 
ment has co-operated with institu- 
tions like the Canada Permanent 
in erecting homes that are a credit 
to every community concerned. 
Over $83,600,000 had been loaned 
under it, and losses have totalled 
less than $1,000. 


HELP BUILD HOMES 

Started nearly 90 years ago by 
a small group of men who pooled 
their savings to build homes, the 
Canada Permanent had continued 
to meet the expanding need, help- 
ing to build the homes of people 
throughout the country. It had 
always been ready to meet com- 
petition, had honored every obliga- 
tion and undertaking, and today 
stood firm as a pillar of security. 
It faced the future with confidence 
that it would play an even greater 
part in the Canada now jn the mak- 
ing. 

“We hear talk of a socialistic 
state, under which private capital 
would wholly or largely disap- 
pear,” said Mr. Osler. “It is clear 
that in a socialistic state the ‘sav- 
ings-investment’ mechanism, if op- 
erated under compulsion, regi- 
mentation and political direction, 
would be monopolistic, more 
costly, less equitable and therefore 
less productive than under our 
present free, democratic system.” 

It is well to remember, he said, 
who are our capitalists. Home- 
owners, farmers, depositors, de- 
benture-holders, shareholders, 
small business men, the three mil- 
lion buyers of Victory Bonds, are 
all capitalists, not only through 
ownership of their own property 
or goods, but also through the 
pooling of their savings in banks, 
insurance companies, trust and 
loan companies, and in the shares 
of industrial enterprises. 


REAL OWNERS 

“These are the real owners of 
the capital of this country,” he 
declared. “It is their property that 
would be taken over by a social- 
istic state. They should actively 
assert themselves to guard against 
any such eventuality.” 

Turning to the Canada Perma- 
nent Trust Company, Mr. Osler 
said its growth had been remark- 
able. Its business had doubled in 
the last eleven years, till it now 
administered $60,000,000 of funds, 
and ranked with the half-dozen 
largest trust companies in Canada. 
Growing public recognition of the 
valuable services rendered by a 
trust company in administering 
private estates, after death or in 
the individual's lifetime, had been 
a factor, 


ECONOMIC ACTIVITY 


Charles S. Robertson, vice- presi- 
dent and general manager, pointed 
out that the year had been one of 
economic activity.

to her children? The care of the ANY 
children is the only one of these - 

problems that seems to have been 
tackled by the community and that 


is not adequately met. 


In the child care centre which I 
visited, where day care is given, 
there is also an experimental board- 
ing school where chjldren, aged 
two to five, are accepted for six 
days a week, The mothers take 
them home only for their free day. 

I think this arrangement proved 
very successful in Great Britain 
and it seems to be popular in De- 
troit, as they have many more ap- 
plications than they are able to 
take under the present set-up, The 
problem of shopping is solved; the 
laundry problem is not solved. The 
problem of hot noon meals for 
children in schools is partially solv- 
ed by canteens which have been 
set up in certain areas, but these 
are not completely satisfactory as 
yet, and the problem of hot meals 
for workers in the factory is still 
completely neglected. Only in a 
few cases are meals being cooked 
for women to take home in their 
own containers. Some restaurants 
are not giving this service. 

So we see that there is still much 
work to be done by communities 
if the home is not to suffer by the 
full time employment of women in 
factory work to the extent that is 
now necessary. 

I want to tell you about the air 
force hospital at Bowman Field, 
Ky. The work done for the rehabili- 
tation of its patients while they are 
in the hospital is thrilling, but that 
and more about the training of our 
“flying nurses” will have to wait 
until tomorrow.

FIGHTER-BOMBERS 

At the American end, we found 
that our Kitty-Hawks were 
match for German fighters at high 
levels, Neither could they compare 
in performance with the Spitfire, 
primarily because their Allison en- 
gine could not develop sufficient 
horespower. We _ therefore’ im- 
provised them as fighter-bombers, 
rechristened as Kittybombers. The 
success of such improvisation re- 
flected great credit on the re- 


| sourcefulness of our personnel on 


the battle fronts, since the plane 
had not beer basically designed 
for such tasks. 

Finally convinced by the real- 
ities of warfare, the 1938 specifi- 
cations were cancelled out and 
bombracks have been installed 
on most of our new fighters ever 
since, The experience with con- 
verted fighters was utilized to 
good effect with the North 
American fighter P-51 which, 
though designed as a fighter, be- 
gan its military career as a 
bomber, again because of the 
handicap of the Allison engine.

Minister Warns 


Social Disease 
Takes Big Toll 


OTTAWA, Feb, 3—(CP)—Ven, 
ereal diseases constitute “the 
greatest public health problem in 
Canada today ... every day hun- 
dreds of young Canadian men and 
women are being infected,” 
Health Minister Mackenzie said 
last night. 


“Every day the very welfare of 
the country is being undermined by 
these diseases,” he added in an ad- 
dress prepared for delivery over 
the Trans-Canada network of the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation 
as part of a “National Hygiene Day” 
campaign by the Health League of 
Canada to educate the public on the 
seriousness of venereal diseases. 

Provincial health ministers or 
their deputies spoke after Mr. Mac- 
kenzie. 


SERIOUS THREAT 


Gonorrhoea and syphilis, the two 
;}common venereal diseases, hold 
out a threat which must not be 
underestimated, the federal min- 
ister said. 

“Throughout the country, in Can- 
j}adian hospitals, hundreds of beds 
}are occupied by people suffering 
|from the late effects of syphilis. 
| Mental hospitals care for an appall- 
ing number of people who are 
mentally ill from that cause 

“Each year, hundreds of babies 
are born in this country infected 
with syphilis which has been 

Passed to them by their parents. 
| Most tragic feature of the picture, 
| however, is that all this wastage 
and wreckage is needless, he added. 
| Spread of venereal diseases was 
due in large measure to ignorance. 


EDUCATION NEEDED 


“Canadians must be made aware 
the nature of these diseases 


of 


how serious they are, how they may 
be cured and—most important of 
all—how they may be prevented. 
Only when Canadians know these 
facts can we hope to stamp out the 
plague which is exacting so fright- 
ful a toll. 

“To long have the facts been 
hidden behind a veil of prudery 
and false modesty. Fortunately, 
we have now reached. the state 
where these things can be 
brought into the light.” 

The minister said the federal 
and provincial governments and 
medical officers in the armed 
forces have been trying to wipe 
out the diseases and prevent their 
Spread. But elimination of the 
diseases could not be successful 
until the public became conscious 
of the seriousness of the threat to 
their health. 

“The venereal diseases must go. 
It is up to every last Canadian man 
;and woman to see they do go,” 
| he said.

Constant refinement of power 
plants tends to overcome the effect 
of altitude for all fighters. The 
fact that the Thunderbolt is being 
used as a bomber against fighter 
airfields, certainly a low-altitude 
operation, would indicate’ that 
more horsepower is now being got- 
ten out of the engine, thus com- 
pensating for the initial over- 
weight. We may find, therefore,
